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REPORT OF THE SCHOOL BOARD. 





We would respectfully submit the following report of 
the schoois of Swanzey for the past year, together with a 
brief statement of our schools for the year ending August, 
1898, which we are also required to report. 

For particulars concerning the amount of school 
money appropriated, the amount raised for repairs, and 
for books and school supplies, you are referred to the 
report of the school treasurer. 

Eleven different schools have been supported during the 
past year. These schools have had in all 33414 weeks of 
schooling with an average of about 301% weeks to each 
school. Our special reports will show that the scholars 
attending these several schools are more unequally distrib- 
uted than formerly, some schools continuing to grow 
larger, while others are growing smaller, but with very 
little change made in the expense of running them. It is 
evident to all that the cost per scholar in our small schools 
is more than in our larger schools, other things being 
equal, and the more schools we have the more expensive 
to the town. This should all be taken into account in 
raising money for the support of schools. 

For the year ending August, 1898, the whole number of 
enrolled scholars, five years of age and upward, attending 
school not less than two weeks, was 342, a small increase 
over the number attending the preceding year. There were 
14 scholars under six years of age, 6 over sixteen years, 322 
between six and sixteen, a total average of 264, and an 
attendance of .92 of all schools. 

The selectmen, appointed by the school board to enum- 
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erate the children in town in April, between the ages of 
five and sixteen, reported in all 126 boys and 125 girls, 
which was some less than attended school. 

Less has been done during the past year toward the 
repair and support of school property than in the year 
preceding. Of the $300 raised at the last annual meeting 
for that purpose, $77.50 of that sum was applied in pay- 
ment of a debt contracted the year before, as shown in 
the financial report. 

Our text books and school supplies are becoming quite 
an item of expense for the town. The $175 voted to be 
raised at the last annual meeting, was not sufficient by 
about $185 to pay all the bills for the purpose, including 
the one of the American Book Company for arithmetics 
which were introduced the year before. There are more 
studies being pursued in our schools, and more books and 
supplies used than formerly. This is, in part, on account 
of the changes in the methods of instruction and progress 
in education, from which new wants and demands arise; 
but the increase in expense is somewhat on account of the 
careless manner in which the books are used, or the way 
they are abused in the hands of the scholars. 

It will be noticed that a few changes have been made 
with teachers since our former report. Some have been 
placed in different schools by their own preference, while a 
few have resigned, and new ones elected to fill their places. 

During the last three terms, fourteen different teachers 
have been employed, and with a good average success. 
Their success has come not only from their learning and 
knowledge of school books, but more from their adapta- 
tion to teach and govern, and, with some, from special 
training which they had received. We also find that our 
successful teachers have an interest in their school work 
and an earnest desire to accomplish all the good for the 
school that is possible. 

The average daily attendance of the whole number of 
enrolled scholars compares well with that of other years. 
Parents, with a few exceptions, have been willing to send 
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their children to school what the law requires, but we 
could report a list of those who have been allowed to 
attend only enough to escape the penalties of the state 
law. 

We are gratified to be able to report for the past year, 
the success of so many schools. Itis due to say that there 
has been a decided improvement in some of them. This 
improvement has been seen in the methods of instruction 
of the different teachers, in the amount of school work 
accomplished with the classes, and in the general good 
order of the schools. 

There has also been an increase’ in the number of visits 
of parents and citizens in some of the schools which is an 
indication, wherever it is, of an interest in our public 
schools and the cause of education; and we trust that 
interest may never grow less, but continue to improve.
